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Of  the  total  travel  this  year  41,054  persons  cane  by  rail,  100, 186 
by  automobile,  225  by  motorcycle,  and  1,569  on  horseback  and  on  foot,  and 

pre-se&sOB  unclassified  1124* 

The  rail  travel  of  41,054  persons  compared  with  last  year's  figure  of 
44,806.       The  100,186  automobile  visitors  ca.:o  in  30,639  cars.       last  year  there 
were  91,224  automobile  visitors  in  2r,',359  cars. 

The  Cody  Gateway,   or  eastern  entrance©  proved  the  most  popular  for 
automobile  tourists.      9,930  errs,  carrying  32,265  persons  arrived  there  during 
the  season,  compared  x  i th  9,3*3  cars  with  31,580  persons  at  the  West  Yellowstone 
Gateway,  or  western  entrance;  8,199  cars  with  2&,553  persons  at  tne  northern 
entrance,  holder  of  this  record  last  year,  and  2,87!  cars  with  9*7^8  persons 

at  the   southern  entrance. 

The  western  was  the  nost  patronized  rail  entrance.       Twenty  thousand 

four  hundred  and  nine  visitors  arrived  there  by  rail;  compared  with  13,439  at 
the  Gardiner  Gateway,  6,999  at  the  eastern  entrance,  an*  207  at  the   southern. 


The  antomoHle   travel  totals  incla       1,173  °?rs  ^  2,317  visitors 

who  entered  the  parte  more  than  once  during  the   season- 
Visitors  to  the  pari  came  from  .very  state  in  the  Union,  from  Alaska, 
the  Philippines,  Hawaii  and  the  Canal  Zone,  and  from  twenty  three  foreign  coun- 
tries, including  SEglana  -nd  seven  other  countries  of  the  British  Empire. 

Illinois  again  leads  the  list  of  rail  visitors,  5.892  residents  of 
this  state  having  been  classified;  New  York  is   second  with  3,?33  visitors  coning 
by  rail,   Ohio   third  with  3,17-5,  and  Pennsylvania  fourth  vith  2,908.       One-fourth 
of  all  of  the  visitors  coming  to  the  park  by  train  oane  from  Iowa,   Illinois,

visitors  California  ranks   sixth,   as  it  did  last  year. 

There  were  123  makes  of  cars   in  the   park  and  five  raises  of  no  tor  cycles. 
The  largest  number  of  visitors  entering  the  park  in  a  single  day  in 

Yellowstone  history  was  on  August  7,    19?-3»  v:hen  2,853  visitors  entered  the 
various  gateways.       This  record  was  noj/*i*tIu  in  1924,       The  largest  number  of 
visitors  entering  in  a  single  day  this  year  was  2,660  on  July  22nd,       On  each  of 
17  days,    over  2,000  people  entered   the  park,    and  at  the  height  of   the   season 
each  day  fro:;.  8,000  to  12,000  were  enjoying   the  park,  usin-  hotel  or  permanent 
oanp  service,  01  capping  out  in  ^Jie  big  public  canpinc  grounds  and  using  their 
own  equipment  and  supplies.       It  is  estimated  that  85,000  motorists  camped  out 

in  the  public  capping  ground s. 

Fishing  was  excellent  all    season  and  ever  73^00  trout  were  caught. 
Nearly  all  park  visitors  were  fortunate  in  seeing  big  gane  ani  als  in  their 
native  haunts.       Bears  were  particularly  numerous  in  all  sections  of  the  park 
and  gave  boundless  pleasure  to    travelers  along  the  roads*
